Holographic Testament 


of A, F, Judd. 


'Late Chief Justice Leaves Nine Heirs 


to Share Quarter of a 


Million. 


The will of the late Albert F._Judd 


was fflejTfn the drcuTt*Court"yesfef- 
4ay afternoon, accompanied by the pe- 
tition of Agnes H. B. Judd, widow of 
the deceased, asking that she be ap- 
pointed Executrix of the estate in ac- 
cordance with the provision made in 
the will. The will is one of the brief- 
est documents of the kind ever filed 
in the local courts, covering as it does 
property to the value of about $240,000, 
and designating nine heirs. 


It covers a single page of foolscap, 


in the testator's own handwriting, and 
Is dated October 
15, 1887. 
"Having 


unbounded confidence in my wife, Ag- 
nes. H. B. Judd, I bequeath all my 
real and personal property to my wire 
for her children," is the manner in 
which, the opening paragraph of the 
will reads. It was executed in the 
presence of William Poster clerk of tue 
Judiciary Department now deceased, 
and J. H. Relst, a deputy clerk of the 
Circuit Court, now away from Hawaii. 
It Is expected that Henry SmittTwill 
be called upon to testify as to tne sig- 
natures being those of the persons then 
connected with the Circuit Court. 


In the petition, the widow states that 


the Honolulu property Is valued at 
£19 500, whlie his stock holdings are 
placed at a valuation of ?200,000, the 
latter consisting of his interest in the 
Judd Building, Hawaiian Agricultural 
Company, and other corporations. The 
household effects are value4 at $2,600. 
No property valuation of the Koolan 
land was stated, hut it will probably be 
put at about $20,000, making a total 
valuation of over $240,000. The hear- 
ing of the petition has been set for 
Friday, June 22.

Buller Moving and Hunter in Christi- 


ana—Boers Abandon Biggars- 


berg—White Flag Abused, 


LONDON. May 17, 3:20 a. m.—The Brit- 


ish relief column fought the Boer? 
at 


Kraal Pan, thirty-two miles south of Ma- 
felting, on Tuesday, according to a tele- 
gram received Wednesday At Lourcnza 
Marquoz from Molopo, 100 miles .ion.1l of 
Mafeking. This Intelligence is accepted 
here with some reserve, because It .'B dif- 
ficult to understand how the news could 
have been so quickly put nn ins wire 
from a place 132 miles from th<? scene of 
the engagement. 


A correspondent of Uie Mornlns J'js-t, 


presumably John Stuart, Is it-ported cap- 
tured by the Boers at Kraal Pan. 


Persons acquainted with Colonel Baden- 


Powell's scheme of defense at MuftK.ng 
assert that the occupatloa of the Kzfflr 
location by the Boers ^rotild not cuc'.in- 
ger tho garrison 
provided reliei came 
quickly. 
The British public is kept -»xpe;taat of 
the announcement that Marking has 
been relieved. In army circles me opin- 
ion seems to prevail that this has already 
been accomplished, although two hours 
after midnight tho War 
Office asserted 
that news of the relief had not brpn re 
ceived. The steadfast 
courage of the 
hunger-bitten garrison has produced a 
deep impression, and the news of succor 
Is awaited with more anxiety than has 
been felt regarding any other event of 
the war. 
Douglass Storey, the Mall's correspond- 
ent at Pretoria, wires: "The Boer Gov- 
ernment is holding back some big news. 
Fever prevails here. President Krueger 
is working day and night. The latest 
Boer official bulletin Is that the relief 
column has been defeated with big loss." 
Lord 
Roberts continues passive at 
Kroonstadt. His cavalry are stretching 
like a semi-circular screen many miles In 
length, without lapping flanks. The rail- 
way will probably be completed today. 
The Kroonstadt censor permits the pas- 
sago of long dispatches dealing with inci- 
dents prior to the occupation. It seems 
that General French's cavalry had one 
U\ely flght after crossing the Zand river. 
A mixed squadron, composed of the Scots 
Grays, the InnlskUUngs, Carbineers and 
Australian Horse, took a kopje and dis- 
Btowated.. T&eL.Boers anddenfe-flred from 
a concealed positron, killing many horses 
and stampeding the rest The Boers then 
advanced In overwhelming numbers and 
drove the squadron, capturing some. The 
Boers robbed the dead and looted 
th@ 
saddles. A small brigade of cavalry drove 
them oft. 
Further north the Hussars charged the 
Beers, killing and wounding many strag- 
glers with sabers and pistols. Lord Rob- 
erts' infantry marched 120 miles in seven 
days. General French 
marcffed thirty 
miles In one day. The Boers, when retir- 
ing, 
dragged 
thlrty-fwo guns through 
Kroonstadt. 
General Buller is moving toward New- 
castle. He appears to be using 25,000 men 
against 5,000 or 6,000. His operations will 
almost certainly result In his forcing his 
way into the Transvaal, possibly In time 
to co-operate with Lord 
Roberta' id- 
\aoce, although General Buller is now 
2te miles from Johannesburg, or twenty- 
five days' march, 
A Dane, who was captured by the South 
African Horse, Bays that there are GOO 
Frenchmen with the Boers who are < p- 
pcsing General Buller,

n-any Germans and other foreigners. 
The Ladysmith correspondent 
of the 
Dally Telegraph says that only one Boer 
was shot In the movement which result- 
ed in the taking Helpmaakar. 
General Rundle is sweeping through the 
northeast of the Free State. The Boers 
are dissolving before him and some are 
surrendering. Their main force is is- 
Ecn.fcled between Ficksburg and Wlnburg 
but it la without close organization. 
Today's installment of the war story 
from every part of the war field is, theie- 
fore, seemingly a narrative of British 
successes, but with the Boers preparing 
for a last desperate fling farther In the 
interior and with Boer guerrilla parties 
looting houses and stores In the north- 
wtst section of Cape Colony, It Is not all 
roses for the British. The Uplngton dis- 
trict Is the locality where tne guerrilla 
tactics of the Boers are Just now most in 
evidence. 
The postponed congress of the Afrikan- 
der Bund has been called to meet at 
Paarle, June 15th. 
A Canadian battery of IS-pounders ar- 
rived at Belra, Portuguese Bant Africa, 
May 10th. 


Alleged Abusa of White Flag. 


LONDON, May 16.—The War 
Ofllce 
posts the following dispatch from Lord 
Koberts under date of Kroonstadt, May 
15th:"Two officers and six men of Prince 
Alfred's Guards, while out foraging yes- 
terday a few miles from Kroonstadt, vis- 
ited a farm flying- a white flag, the owner 
of which surrendered himself, with arms 
and ammunition. They then approached 
another farm, also flying a white flag. 
When within forty yards of the inclosure 
they were flred upon by fifteen or slxtoan 
Beers concealed behind the farm wall. 
Two of the men were killed, Lieutenant 
F. B. Walton was wounded and Lieuten- 
ant W. B. Eveston and two non-commis- 
sioned officers were taken prisoners. 
"The owner of tho farm states that the 
Boers threatened to shoot him when he 
protested against their making Improper 
use of the white flagr." 


Are Clouds Lifting P 


LONDON, May 16.—The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
speaking at Bristol this evening, cosgrat- 
ulated tha audience on the fact that the 
cloud of war was fairly lifting and that 
there were streaks Of light portending a 
glorious dawn. Continuing, he said: 
"We are contending with a foo whose 
courage and skilled tenacity we have 
learned to respect. But wo are entitled 
to hope that the beginning of the end Is 
cominR." 
The Chancellor dented that hp was per- 
soi ally responsible for any delay In for- 
warding troops to South Africa, and an- 
nounced that It might be necessary to 
still further Increase the navy. He dis- 
agreed with the sufttrpBtlan that a large 
permanent Increase of the army might bo 
ntocssary, but said that tho country must 


look to tho volunteers and the militia. 
"The expenditure of the country." said 
Sir Michael, "is growing at an enormous, 
a dangvrous rate. 1 have always put a 
strong navy as a primary necessity of the 
Country, and It may be that assent will 
have to be given to a further expenditure 
in view of the 
hostile feeling towurd 
England In some European countries. But 
L regard the country's Increasing expena- 
'ture as the real danger. 
If we go on 
as we are (joInK there may be very hard 
times in store for the country, particular- 
ly of the n orbing classes."

LONDON, May 17.—The closing days of 
the drama at Mafeking have been marked 
oy intensity of dramatic Interest, as un 
expected as It Is out of proportion witn 
the forces engaged. The news that tne 
iialf-fomishea garrison was not only able 
ID repel an attack, but to inflict such 
he-.Lvy loss In killed and prisoners, as re- 
ported In a dispatch from Cape Town an- 
iicunclng the capture 
of Commandant 
ij.lcff, the grandson of President Krue- 
ger, and ninety of his men, makes Great 
Bl-itain more than ever proud of Colonel 
Baden-Powell's little band and Increased 
the national desire for their relief to a 
fever pitch. Lord Roberts and his large 
army at Kroonstadt and General Bultor's 
thousands forging over the Biggarsbgrg 
range are almost entirely forgovten. Ev- 
ery one is thinking or talking of Mafe- 
king and the latest exploits of its ue- 
fcnders. The rumors continue rife that 
the relief of the place has been accom- 
plished, but all official confirmation 
of- 
the reports was lacking at 1 o'clock *hls 
afternoon. There was considerable spec- 
ulation as to what Colonel Baden-Powell 
would do with his ninety prisoners, arid 
whether the victory has not so depleted 
his force as to rentier him open to anni- 
hilation in the event of another attack by 
the 
superior numbers. But Lourenzo 
Marquez already hears rumors that these 
have been cut off by the relieving Col- 
umn. 
According to general opinion, news 
of the termination of the desperate strug- 
gle between the besieged and besiegers 
must reach England before tomorrow. 
General Buller is making good progress 
in recapturing the railroad and driving the 
Boers out of Natal. His occupation 
of 
Dannhauser shows that he Is meeting with 
little resistance on the part of the burg- 
hers. 
Lord Roberts Is still gathering his forces 
together previous to striking the Vaal 
ri\ er. 
Replying to a question In the House of 
Commdns at 4:30 this afternoon, the sec- 
retary of the War Ofllce, Mr. Wyndham, 
said he regretted that he was not able to 
give any information In regard to Mafe- 
king which would relieve the anxiety of 
the nation about that beleaguered place. 
He reminded the House that even if the 
desired relief of Mafeking had occurred 
the intelligence of the event could not 
arrive In England before too and possibly 
live days. The latter part of Mr. WynJ- 
ham's reply Is generally accepted as an 
intimation that the Government expect- 
ed the relief of Colonel Baden-Powell and 
his garrison would occur at about the 
present time.

Armored Road Traia. 


LONDON, May 17.—An armored train 
constructed for the War Office was tried 
yesterday at Leeds. The officers present 
at the trial think the Invention marks a 
great advance In military science. The 
armor is half an Inch of nickel and steel, 
and it is proof against bullets and shell 
splinters at a distance of twenty yards. 
Bach of the three trucks of the train 
carries one 4.7 naval gun. The trial, 
which was made under severe conditions, 
was completely successful, and the train 
will proceed to South Africa Immediately. 


Fate of Transvaal Mines. 


LONDON, May 16.—The Lourenzo Mar- 
quez correspondent of the Times, under 
Tuesday's date, f,ays.

these Is that Senator Cullom has been 
away from Washington for the past week 
while looking after his fences at the Illi- 
nois State convention. It may Interest 
his many friends In the islands to know 
that the outcome of events there has 
been favorable to the Senator's aspira- 
tion to be re-elected next winter to suc- 
ceed himrfelf iff the United States Senate 
Having served as president of the Hawaii- 
an Commission; tt Is natural that Senator 
Cullom should be called Into frequent 
and close consultation by President Me- 
Klnley/Tvho desires above all things that 
the new Territorial Government shall be 
administered by men who are not only 
truly representative men but satisfactory 
to the people of the islands. This may be 
the second cause of delay In sending the 
nominations Of -the remaining Federal of- 
ficials to the .Senate—a desire to know 
whether certain names that have been 
considered will prove acceptable to the 
citizens of the Territory.

The Committee on Foreign Relations of 
the Senate has partially straightened out 
the tangle that Involved the payment of 
the Hawaiian debt, as was contemplated 
by the Newlands resolution of annexation. 
Secretary Gage appeared before the com- 
mittee and explained the necessity for ad- 
ditional authority being conferred upon 
him before he could take action to wipe 
out the Indebtedness. In accordance with 
his recommendations. Senator Daniel of 
Virginia, a member of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, has drawn and Intro- 
duced a bill which overcomes all difficul- 
ties. It abolishes the Hawaiian Postal 
Savings Bank and makes available on 
July 1st out of the United States Treas- 
ury BO much money as may be necessary 
to pay all demands of the depositors. Aft- 
er July 1st no more deposits shall be re- 
ceived 
and no money • on deposit shall 
bear Interest All money on deposit on 
July 1st shall be turned over by the Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii to the Treasurer of 
the I'nited States, and the Secretary of 
the Treasury Is authorized to assume 
charge of all the assets of the bank and 
convert them Into money. The Secretary 
of the Treasury Is also directed at 
the 


e.-n llest practicable time to pay off ' the 
public debt of the Republic of Hawaii, 
lawfully existing at the time of the pas- 
sage of the resolution of annexation, an 
amount not exceeding In all $4,000,000, In- 
cludlnR the sum required to pay the de- 
pobltoro in the Hawaiian Postal Savings 
Bank 
There is also appropriated such 


amount of money as may be necessary to 
pay any accruing Interest on tne public 
debt for which the United States may be 
liable under the Joint resolution of Con- 
gress, and In addition thereto an amount 
not exceeding $20,000 or so much of that 
aunt as may be necessary to pay the ex- 
penses of executing Senator Daniel's bill. 
This measure has been favorably report- 
ed to the Senate and will probably pass 
both Senate and Mouse before the

journment of Congress next month.

USE GUERRILLA METHODS 


Aguinaldo's Men Scatter in Small 


Bands and Will Have to be 


Hunted Piecemeal. 


NEW YORK, May 17.— A Manila letter 


to the Herald, dated February 10, says: 


About January 1 It was said, that the 


armed and organized Insurrection was 
practically at an end and that therefore 
the troops would have to deal only with 
guerrilla bands and outlaws. Yet In tbe 
last forty days the American forces here 
have lost more men. more arms and more 
supplies In the so called pacified districts 
than during any previous period of like 
length since the insurrection began. 
If 
this is what guerilla warfare means we 
will 'need more troops some day for the 
new method of fighting is proving more, 
effective than any style that the Insur- . 
gents have employed previously. Almost 
everyday brings a repor; of some fresh 
ambuscade wherein small forces of our 
troops are attacked by a hundred or more 
Filipinos. Usually one or more of 
our 
men are killed and the rest are driven 
away by sheer force of numbera. Then 
lollows a purutHe expedition, but these 
sorties seldom hnd a trace of tne enemy. 
Invariably the Insurgents know the ex- 
act strength of the force they are am- 
jushlng, for they usually lie In wait for 
small groups of ten or Hfieen men, which 
ihey permit to approach so close that 
their tirst volley kills or wounds most of 
.hem and leaves the rest utterly demoral- 
ized. 
insurgents who llvo within our lines, 
n ho are amlgos In the daytime and ene- 
mies at night, have been particularly per- 
PI clous. It is now unsafe, more tnan 
ever before, to move in small numbers, 
e\en in the districts which are presuma- 
1s pacified by the presence of strong gar^ 
rlsons, 
•ihe rank and file of the people in the 
towns are in full sympathy with these 
marauding raids, for they iiever render 
help by word or deed which' will aid' our 
troops In locating and whipping the guer- 
illa bands, although it Is certain that they 
are always aware of the plans and. pros- 
pective movements of these bands. 
Even today there is not a native In Ma- 
nila, friendly though he may profess him- 
si'lf to be. who will breathe a word as to 
Aguinaldo's whereabouts, yet there ore 
doubtless thousands who know exactly 
where he is and ms&y who doubtless are 
in constant communication with him. 
The list of our- losses by boloinen anC 
ambushes -In tile- oceupled-3uitrict8relnee 
January: i is rather startling:.-

A list -Which I have selected front 'the 
flies of a- dally paper and doubtlMS Car 
from complete shows that about forty 
men have been captured

most a hundred rifles and a great deal of 
ammunition has been lost and a big quan- 
tity of rations has fallen into the ene- 
my's bonds.

Most of these depredations have occur- 
red In the territory which we now are 
supposed to hold and all the engagements 
would come under the head of ambushes 
and assassinations. 
There Is certaifljy a new condition of 
warfare 
confronting the troops. 
The 
time lb evidently gone for big. Imposing 
columns to march sedately through the 
country, columns so big that the insur- 
gents deem it imprudent to offer opposi- 
tion. When the column has passed they 
come out of the woods and fall upon the 
little bands of stragglers and outposts 
and signal corps men. 
From now on the guerilla methods must 
be met by smaller and more mobile forces 
General Lawton, with his great experi- 
ence in this method of waging war would 
have been quick to adjust himself to the 
new conditions 
General BeJ is pre-emi- 
nently qualified for the kind of work that 
will have to be done, and General Fun- 
stcn, whose Cuban experience has fitted 
him well to meet the new conditions, will 
undoubtedly adjust his tactics to meet 
those of tho insurgents. 
Down in Negros General Smith has for 
some months been engaged in the gueril- 
la kind of fighting and he has been able 
to crush It out. When a depredation was 
committed near or in a town on the isl- 
and he promptly Imposed a heavy fine on 
the place. After doing £his several times 
the citizens resolved themselves Into a 
sort of vigilance committee as a matter 
of financial preservation, and the depre- 
dations ceased with startling suddenness. 
The Tagalos, however, are more tena- 
cious and vindictive In their fighting than 
the Visayans of Negros, and it will re- 
quire the most stringent measures 
and 
vigorous pursuit to put them down. With 
Aguinaldo loose In the Islands the work 
will be harder and more dangerous and 
much more lasting 
In the next to the final issue of their pa- 


per, 
La Independencla, is an impassioned 
valedictory, which gives an Idea of tho 
avowed tenacity of their struggle 
and 
shows how dec'dedl}' they ha.d already 
decided upon a dpsperate guerilla war- 
fare 
It roads: 
"Our enemies will be 
able— why not '—to wheel 
their heavy 
carts of war over our fields. They will 
leave the imprints of their vandal heels 
in our villages, but at every turning of 
the land, behind every bush, at 
every 
corner, they will encounter resistance — 
a handful of men, or it may be only one 
man. 
who will check their course, who 


will disturb their triumphant passage. 
who will be the little rock which 
will 
rnuse the wheel of their carriage to Jump 
from Its axle."

New York, this second public declaration 
from a high official that the United Stales; 
might have to fight for the maintenance 
of the Monroe doctrine has created much 
talk. 
Mile sentiment Of the Senator from .Mas- 
sachusetts, a member of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee and close to the Presi- 
dent, with whom he had just conferred, Is 
tonight the subject of discussion In dip 
lomatic 
and official 
circles. 
Extracts 
from his remarks, which are looked upon 
as belligerent and uttering a distinct note 
of warning to Germany, were promptly- 
cabled abroad. 


Mr. Lodge's remarks took the Senate as 
much by surprise as it will Germany 
when his speech is printed In that coun- 
try. 
There Is believed to be no doubt 
that the speech was Inspired, and Mr. 
Lodge took the opportune moment, when 
the naval bill was under consideration, 
to lay before the country a fact that the 
Administration wished to readh the coun- 
try In an official way through legislative 
channels. Either that, or Mr. Lodge tried 
to scare, the Senate Into paying the ar- 
mor-trust price for Its product 
Mr. Lodge diplomatically disclaimed any 
Intention of speaking for the Administra- 
tion, but It was learned from Senators 
with whom he talked that his speech was 
deliberately planned and intended as a 
note of warning to Germany that her 
conduct, particularly in Brazil, is being 
closely watched In this country. 
The State Department, while officially 
protesting that there Is no possibility of 
trouble, places little faith In the official 
denial that there Is no attempt being 
made to colonize Brazil, with the end of 
ultimately securing the territory as a 
German colony or setting up an Independ- 
ent government under the protection of 
the German Government. 
Discussing privately this phase of the 
case with some Senators, Mr. Lodge 
pointed out the fact that only a short 
time ago—within the last two years—th* 
Germans in that part of Brazil raised the 
German flag and started an International 
tangle that was unraveled only through 
adroit diplomacy. The State Department, 
It is understood, would not be surprised 
if this flag raising Incident was repeated 
at some opportune time in the future. Jt 
was also said at the Capitol today that 
American diplomatic and consular officers 
In Brazil are under Instructions to watch 
the situation closely and keep the 
I>e- 
partment advised. 


Lodge's Bemarkable Speech.

"The 
half-breed inherits the vices of both 
amcestois, and the vices of the Spanish 
slave driver and the slave from the 
Guinea coast left very little to moke 
(the inhabitants of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah exceptional." 'i he two poiaits local- 
ly cited in favor of the Porto Rican la- 
borers are that they have worked in 
sugar fields at home, and that they are 
In distress. But When we consider that 
tne cane'fields of Porto Rico have al- 
ways Been wretchedly tilled, aad that 
distress does mot make an undesirable 
neighbor any the less undesirable, we 
see tfcat: very much remains to be said 
to attest the wisdom of the mooted ex- 
periment It is certainly a grave mat- 
ter when we propose to add to the com- 
posite population of thtsse Islands a 
class which has kept the West Indies 
in a ferment for three hundred years. 
"During all that time the Porto Rican 
has had to be held down with troops," 
says the authority quoted. "He is se- 
ditious, 
revengeful, suspicious, im- 


moral and dissolute, and his one re- 
deeming point is the laziness which 
keeps his vicious propensities from al- 
ways striking twelve." 
If he were to 


do as badly in Hawaii as he always uid 
at home when the 
vigilance of the 


troops was relaxed, he would be the 
worst investment In labor that 
Ha- 


waii could make. 


One special objection to the introduc- 


tion of the Porto Rican is political. He 
may at any time be adjudged an Am- 
erican citizen; indeed a late Western 
decision veers strongly that way. Un- 
der our educational test he could not 
vote; but when one large cla^s of Am- 
erican citizens is kept from the suffrage 
and another class is permitted to exer- 
cise it, we have the beginnings of 
bloody strife.

The Planters' Association Is lookinj 


up a new source for the importation o 
plantation laborers. Porto Rico has 
been suggested to the planters as a 
country where trained field workmen 
can be engaged 
Letters have already 


been sent to S. T. Alexander In San 
Francisco asking him either to procee( 
In person to Porto Rico, or send a 
proxy, to thoroughly Investigate the 
conditions of labor there. 


Mr J B. Atherton when asked yes 


terday whether or not the report was 
true, said it was. 
Notices had been 


sent to the other Islands calling for 
meetings of the planters to consult with 
reference to the matter of new labor- 
ers, and especially those from Uncle 
Sam's Spanish acquisitions. 


The notices from Honolulu to the 


planters of the other lal&nds were to 
the effect that there was plenty ol 
labor available In Porto Rico, and un- 
der existing circumstances 
It was 


tLought best to take advantage of it. 
Mr Atherton said the Planters' Asso- 
ciation was not only seeking laborers 
in Porto Rico, but in almost every 
country of the world where ..ae cli- 
madc conditions were similar to that 
of Hawaii. 


It Is absolutely necessary, he said, to 


ascertain every source of supply for fu- 
ture exigencies. It uas the present 
desire to even up the number of labor- 
ers of each nationality. After the Ter- 
ritorial act went Into effect, the supply 
of contract laborers from Japan would 
be cut off, except as free laborers. 


"From our past experience of forty 


years," said Mr Atherton, "we think 
It better that there should be no dom- 
inating nationality represented in the 
cane fields Take for instance a strike 
In which the Japanese would be fore- 
most 
There is no telling what would 


be the result if we went on adding to 
the already vast amount of laborers 
from Japan.

that if we chose to look into the matter 
or obtaining laborers from Porto Rieo,

' What do you think of these penpb- .]«

General Otis. 
"They are not now fit to govern them- 
selves and will not be for a long time.

Why, I have often 
had two prominent Filipinos counseling 
with me over some Important matter.

"The Filipinos have been accustomed to 
bribing and being bribed, and they can't 
ge' rid of the Idea, that that is the only 
way to accomplish results. W« have, tried 
them here in the custom house and else- 
where and found that they haw -system- 
atically cheated the Government 
and 
pocketed the proceeds. 
I had, 
for in- 
stance, a father and son of a good family 
In the customs. I sent the son to act as 
one of the customs officers of Cebu. 
I 
soon found that the father and son were 


The conversation here turned to the 
possibilities of the Islands, and I asked 
Gent ral Otis If he thought there 
were 
many opportunities here for our capital- 
ists. 
He replied that the resources of the 
country were enormous, and that there 
would undoubtedly be many chances for 
money making as soon as the country was 
perfectly quiet. 
"At prebeut," said he, "we need the 
army to keep peace und put down the in- 
surgents, and we cannot spare troops to 
piotect 
Amerlcjiri 
enterprises, such 
as 
the building ol raihoads. There 
Is no 
doubt, however, 
that 
there are manj 
places where ruads can be built at 
a 
profit. A number of; lines have alreadv 
been surve>ed, notably some about l.a- 
guna de Ua> and Into the southern and 
eastern provinces. There are men now 1 i 
Washington trying to get concessions for 
constructing such roads." 
Great Changes for Money Makers. 


"As to the goneral outlook for the de- 


velupment of the Philippines along proiit- 
able lines-, I thuik it la good and that thert 
will he many opportunities 
for money 


making here in the future. The country 
is bejond conception rich, and much of It 
has, hardly been scratched. 
There 
are 
large tracts of virgin soil, there are de- 
pcbjts of iron, gold, copper and coal, ana 
the coal deposits are said to be extensive 
,ind of good quality. The mountains are 
full of minerals and they are practically 
unprotected. 
Agriculturally there is no 
better soil anywhere than in most partb 
of these Islands. The land will support 
many times its present population." 


The Question of Labor. 


"How about labor. General? It Is said 
th. Filipino will not work." 
"1 think that is a mlbuike," replied Gen- 
eral Ot s. "Ihese pet pie have never had 
a chance to work for good wages. Thej 
have never been paid for their work. The 
Spaniards gave them about 50 In silver a 
month, about 10 cents gold a day, 
and 
many of the officials took out a commis- 
sion from these wages,. Since we came 
the cost of labor has risen. The

arc feceivlng the full wages agreed upon,
